To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I beg-  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1921.  It  is  made 
in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  time  of  the  Census — June, 
1921 — was  93,700.  This  was  hig-her  than  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General,  but  lower  than  it  would  have  been  had  the  rate  of  increase 
which  obtained1  in  1911-14  been  maintained  during-  the  period 
1915-21.  The  births  during-  the  year  exceeded  the  deaths  by  1,225. 

Further  information  re  Census,  including  the  population  in  each 
Ward',  density  per  acre,  and  average  number  of  inhabitants  per  Ward, 
will  be  found  in  Table  I.  Tredegar  Ward  had  the  highest  density 
(102.2),  whilst  Alexandra  Ward  has  the  highest  average  number  of 
inhabitants  per  house  (7.6);  Tredegar  being  the  next  with  7.2,  and 
Maindee  and  St.  Julian  lowest  with  5.09  per  house. 

The  increase  in  population  was  greatest  in  Lliswerry  Ward  (2,540), 
Victoria  (1,187),  and1  Crindlau  (1,068). 

The  Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District  have 
been  referred  to  in  previous  reports. 

Chief  Occupations  of  the  Inhabitants. 

The  special  industries  of  the  town  are  Shipping,  Ship-repairing, 
Sea-faring,  Steel  works  (including  Galvanised  sheet  manufacturing), 
Weldless  Steel  Tube  making,  Malleable  Iron  industries,  Nail  making, 
Wire  works,  General  and  Marine  Engineering  works,  Chemical  works, 
Glass  manufacturing  and  Brick  making-,  Patent  Fuel  works,  Timber 
yards,  Wood  Pickling  works,  and  Flour  mills. 

A considerable  number  of  coal  miners  working  in  the  neighbouring 
coalfields  live  in  thie  town. 


The  effects  of  local  occupations  upon  health  are  those  associated 
with  working  in  hot  atmospheres  combined  with  severe  muscular  efforts 
in  rolling  mills,  etc. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  nett  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Borough  during  1921  was 
2,362  (1,197  boys  and  1165  girls),  and  the  birth  rate  was  25.21  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  compared  with  an  average  of  26.4  during  the  five  years 
1911-15,  and  with  22.72  during  the  quinquenial  period  1916-20.  The 
birth  rate  in  England  and  Wales  during  1921  was  22.4.  The  figures  for 
the  last  five  years  are  as  follows  : —

The  illegitimate  births  have  been  somewhat  higher  than  they  were 
pre-war  (3.6  in  1913,  2.2  in,  1914,  and  2.4  in  1915),  but  the  1921  figures 
show  a reduction  approaching  previous  averages. 

Notification  of  Births  Acts,  1907  and  1915. 

The  number  of  live  births  that  actually  occurred  in  the  town  during 
the  calendar  year  1921  was  2,391.  All  but  60  were  duly  “notified,”  i.e., 
97.5  per  cent.  This  high  percentage  has  been  secured  without  a single 
prosecution  for  breaches  of  the  Act.  The  still  births  notified  numbered 
90,  plus  3 miscarriages.  The  figures  for  the  years  1917-1921  are  as

190  infants  died  before  reaching-  12  months  of  ag-e,  which  is  in  the 
proportion  of  82.5,ri  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  77.3  in  1920,  and 
with  87.8  and  100.9  during  the  past  5 years  and  10  years,  respectively. 
In  England  and  Wales  the  rate  during  1921  was  83,  and  in  the  96  Great 
I owns  87.

The  death  rate  from  Diarrhoeal  diseases  is  subject  to  variation  from 
year  to  year.  It  was  higher  during  the  exceptionally  hot  Summer  of 
1921  than  it  has  been  for  8 years.  The  death  rate  from  prematurity  and 
wasting  diseasies  has  not  shown  signs  of  improvement  yet,  although  the 
total  infantile  death  rate  and  sickness  rate  is  improving. 

Mortality  among  illegitimate  children. — Of  the  61  infants  bom  out  of 
wedlock,  10  died.  The  death  rate  was  163.9  per  1,000  of  such  births, 
compared!  with  120  in  1920,  116.8  in  1919,  87.5  in  1918,  152.5  in  1917, 
and  356.1  in  1916.  The  causes  of  death  in  1921  were  as  follows: — 
Bronchitis,  1;  Marasmus  and  Debility,  3;  Syphilis,  2;  Premature 
Birth,  2;  Convulsions,  1;  and  Homicide,  1. 

The  early  separation  of  the  mother  from  the  child  and  the  cessation 
of  breast  feeding  are  largely  responsible  for  the  excessive  mortality 
among  suchi  infants.  The  establishment  of  such  an.  Institution  as  the 
Home  for  Unmarried!  Mothers  at  Nantydlerry  is  a step  in  the  right 
direction,  not  only  in  the  interests  of  the  child,  but  also  on  account  of 
its  beneficial  effects  upon  the  mothers  utilising  the  Institution. 
Unfortunately  at  Newport  there  has  been  very  little  demand  for 
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admission  into  the  Home  on  the  part  of  those  for  whom  the  Institution 
was  established,  although  the  Corporation  subscribes  towards  its  up- 
keep. 

Age  at  Death. 

There  has  been  only  a slight  improvement  in  the  death  rate  during 
the  first  month  of  life;  but  there  has  been  a progressive  improvement 
from  1 to  12  months  of  age;  for  instance,  the  death  rate  9 to  12  months 
in  1920  was  6.9,  compared  with  an  average  of  13  during  the  period  1910- 
1919. 

These  figures  point  to  improve  hygiene  during  infancy.  The  deaths 
during  the  first  week  of  life  depend  largely  upon  the  Ante- Natal 
conditions,  and  those  at  child'  birth. 

Improvement  will  take  place  only  after  much  work  in  the  direction  of 
improving  the  health  of  the  expectant  mother. 

More  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  care  of  lying  in  mothers  are 
also  necessary. 

Diseases  and  Accidents  of  Pregnancy  and  Parturition. 

6 mothers  died  from  “Diseases  and  accidents  of  pregnancy  and 
parturition,”  i.e.,  2.5  per  1,000  births.  1 of  these  was  due  to  Puerperal 
Fevier.  4 cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified,  and  although  3 
recovered,  the  disease  generally  leads  to  moire  or  less  chronic  invalidity. 

2 cases  occurred  among  those  primarily  under  the  charge  of  midwives, 
the  other  2 were  cases  of  abortion,  and  noi  doctor  or  midwife  was  in 
attendance  until  later.  Both  these  cases  recovered. 

Deplorable  conditions  of  overcrowding  exist  in  a large  number 
of  houses  in  which  births  cccur.  these  conditions  deprive  mothers 
of  that  privacy  which  is  due  to  them,  and  they  must  also  seriously  affect 
their  chances  of  a normal  recovery. 

SUPERVISION  OF  MIDWIVES. 

There  were  39  on  the  Register  at  the  end'  of  1921,  the  same  number 
as  in  1920.  10  gave  up  practice  in  the  town  and  10  new  names  wtere 

added. 


The  births  attended  by  midwives  alone  were  1,043,  or  42.0  per  cent, 
of  total  births,  comaned  with  42.3  in  1920;  54.5  in  1914,  and  65.2  in 
1909.  The  proportion  of  such  cases  is  gradually  diminishing  from  year 
to  year. 

The  gross  live  births  during  1921  were  2,391,  there  were  in  addition 
90  still  births,  and  3 miscarriages  were  reported.  1,539  births  were 
attended  by  registered  midwives,  but  in  addition,  in  424  cases  medical 
practitioners  were  also  in  attendance.  The  average  number  of  cases  per 
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midwife  was  50.3.  Only  8 midwives  in  private  practice  attended  over 
a 100’  cases  leach,  andi  only  5 others  attended'  over  50  each.  It  will  be 
seea  that  there  is  no  scarcity  in  respect  to»  the  number  of  midwives  in 
the  town.  I here  were  28  trained  and  11  untrained  midwives  in  practice 
in  1921.  15  midwives  were  wholly  dependent  upon  their  practice  for  a 

living-;  14  were  partly  dependent,  and  10  were  non-dependent.

176  visits  were  paid  to  midwives  by  Miss  Willey,  the  Inspector  of 
Midwives,  and  tot  the  homes  of  midwives.  18  of  these  were  to  see  mid- 
wives at  work,  and  5 were  tot  unregistered  women. 

Monthly  meetings  of  midwives  were  held  throughout  the  year  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  lectures  or  discussing  matters  of  interest,  and 
improved  methods  of  practice,  and  the  importance  of  the  supervision  of 
the  expectant  mother,  especially  in  reference  to  the  co-operation  of  the 
midwife  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  of  the  Corporation.

The  supervision  which  has  been,  exercised  over  the  methods  of  practice 
of  the  midwives  in  the  town  for  many  years  has  undoubtedly  gieat} 
improved  the  maternity  work  in  the  town  generally. 

Enquiries  made  at  the  Cemeteries  re  number  of  still  born  babies 
buried  during  the  year  shewed  that  there  were  101  buried.

Infectious  Diseases  in  Mtdwives’  Homes  or  Practice. 

5 cases  occurred  in  Midwives’  homes.  Where  th'e  cases  werei  nursed 
at  home  (3  instances)  the  Midwives  voluntary  gave  up  their  practice  until 
the  period  of  infection  was  over  and  disinfection  had  been  carried  out. 
In  the  other  cases  where  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital,  the 
Midwives  were  allowed  to  resume  practice  within,  2 days. 

The  castes  occurring  in  Midwives’  practice  included  : — Puerperal 
Fever,  2;  Scarlet  Fever,  3;  Diphtheria,  3;  Erysipelas,  2;  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  or  Inflamied  Eyes,  26 ; andl  Phemphigus,  2.  Every  pre- 
caution was  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 


ANTE-NATAL  HYGIENE. 

The  importance  of  this  subect  is  receiving  greater  attention  by 
Expectant  Mothers  and  Mkhvives.  No  less  than  430  Expectant  Mothers 
were  under  the  observation  of  the  Staff.  During  1919  and  1918  the 
figures  were  395  and!  346,  respectively. 

These  Expectant  Mothers  were  distributed  among  the  Welfare  Centres 
as  follows: — Crindau,  61;  Central,  111;  Alexandra,  89;  Maindee,  73; 
and  Lliswerry,  96.  Clinic  cases  are  not  included  here. 

This  work  has  not  received  due  attention  in  the  training  of  the  Mid- 
wives so  far.  There  is  room  for  great  improvement  ini  this  direction. 

376  Expectant  Mothers  were  members  at  the  Centres;  those  requiring 
medical  advice  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  or  they  attended  at 
the  Clinic.  553  visits  were  paid  to  Expectant  Mothers  at  their  homes. 
The  numbers  attending  the  Centres  are  increasing  repidly.  The  work 
includes  attendances  at  lectures,  personal  talks,  medical  advice,  and 
instruction  in  infant  hygiene  generally. 
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5G  necessitous  cases  among-  Expectant  Mothers  were  provided  with 
milk  for  varying-  periods — 2 weeks  up  to  2 months — according-  to  their 
circumstances. 


MATERNITY  WELFARE. 

Several  Surgical  cases  and  3 Puerperal  Fever  cases  were  admitted  into 
the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  for  special  treatment. 

There  are  also  four  private  Maternity  Homes  in  the  town.  A few 
births  also  took  place  at  the  residences  of  midwives.  107  births  occurred 
at  Public  Institutions,  including-  Wooloston,  House  and  in  private 
Maternity  Homes.  In  all  4.4  per  cent,  of  the  registered  births  took 
place  at  Institutions,  etc.  Lying-in-homes  should  be  registered  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  subject  to  inspection. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases 
at  the  Bryng-wyn  Nursing  andl  Maternity  Home  on  the  recommendation 
of  your  officials.  The  Corporation  pay  the  fees ; the  patients  are 
expected  to  contribute  towards  the  expenses  according  to  their  financial 
circumstances.  Only  three  patients  were  admitted  into  the  Maternity 
Homie  during  the  year. 

Maternity  Benefit. 

There  is  no  control  over  the  expenditure  of  this  money  by  parents  so 
as  to  ensure  better  conditions  during  the  lying-in  period.  It  has  been 
reported  in  the  Medical  Journals  that  Maternity  Benefit  has  failed  in 
Australia  completely  and  unquestionably  in  reducing  the  dangers  of 
child  birth  to  mother  and'  infant,  and  that  the  £750,000  given  in  this 
way  is  missued. 

This  raises  the  question  of  applying  it  with  better  advantage  for  the 
benefit  of  those  really  needing  medical  and  nursing  assistance,  by 
allocating  a certain  proportion  of  the  money  to  Local  Authorities  for  the 
provision  of  Hospital  beds,  etc.,  for  maternity  cases. 


Staff. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Benner,  there  are  5 Health  Visitors  and  I Clinic 
Nurse.  There  are  also  3 whole  time  lay  assistants  at  the  Clinic,  Office, 
and  Centres ; and  1 part  time  play-room  assistant  at  the  latter. 

The  work  at  the  Clinic  is  dealt  with  in  Dr.  Benner’s  Report.

These  figures  desierve  repetition  : 

Only  one  in  eighteen  cf  the  breast  fed  infants  died  under  '6  months  of 
age,  whilst  one  in  five  of  those  artifically  fed  died  during  the  same  age 
period. 

The  total  infantile  rate  under  six  months  per  1,000  births  per  six 
months  was  124.5,  compared  with  118.8  in  1920,  128.3  in  1919,  138.3 
in  1918,  123.7  in  1917,  and  155.8  in  1916. 

Infants  brought  up  at  the  breast  have  the  best  chance  of  surviving 
infancy.  Errors  in  Infant  Hygiene  are  more  likely  to  accur  among 
artificially  fed  infants.  The  education  of  mothers  in  these  matters  should 
therefore  produce  greater  improvements  among  the  latter.  This  is 
borne  out  by  the  above  figures  for  the  10  years  1912-21. 

Artificial  Feeding. 

The  reasons  g'iven  for  the  artificial  feeding  of  infants  were  as 
follows  : — 

On  Doctor’s  advice,  17;  Insufficient  or  no  Milk,  85;  Ill-health  of 
Mother,  28;  Breast  trouble,  10;  Death  of  Mother,  1 ; Mother  at  work,  0; 
Illegitimacy,  4 ; “Baby  too  weak  to  suck,”  32 ; Cleft  palate,  1 ; No  desire 
to' breastfeed,  5;  other  causes,  13.  Total,  19G. 

In  Maindee  13.8  per  cent.,  and  in  St.  Julians  Ward  10  per  cent,  of 
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the  artificially  fed  infants  were  fed  on  Cow’s  milk,  whilst  in  others  the 
proportion  was  much  lower;  for  instance,  in  Crindau  the  propoilion 
was  only  1.5. 

Bottles  Used. 

Information  was  obtained  at  the  end  oif  6 months  in  532  cases  as  to 
the  type  of  feeding-  bottles  usedi  for  artificial  feeding-.  The  results  were 
as  follows  Boatshaped  bottles,  22G  (87  per  cent.) ; Long-tube  bottles, 
(5.4  per  cent.) ; Spoon  or  Cup,  39  (7.3  per  cent.). 

The  Long-tube  bottle  has  been  almost  banished)  ftoml  the  nursery. 
This  has  been  secured  by  the  education  of  the  mothers  of  the  town. 
I trust  that  they  will  soon  be  found  in  our  Museums  only,  to  illustrate 
how  many  infants  have  been  killed  throug-h  neglect  or  ignorance  of  the 
laws  of  Infant  Hygiene  cn  the  part  of  mothers. 

Dummy  Teats. 

586  of  the  1,545  infants  visited!  at  6 months  of  age  'were  using-  com- 
forters provided,  by  their  mothers.  There  is  still  no  improvement. — in, 
fact  it  would  appear  from  the  information  obtained  annually  that  this 
evil  practice  is  increasing-  in  spite  of  all  efforts  of  the  Health  Visitors  to 
persuade  mothers  to>  desist  from  the  practice.

63  Cases  were  visited  by  thle  Health  Visitors.  Only  15  of  these  were 
notified  as  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  49  of  the  cases  were  of  a mild 
character,  whilst  14  were  severe  with  profuse  dischargee.  11  of  the  cases 
received  no  medical  treatment.  All  of  the  cases  were  followed)  up  until 
they  recovered.

7 of  the  severe  cases  attended,  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  for  treatment, 
the  others  were  treated  by  their  own  medical  attendants. 


The  cases  notified  per  1,000  births  were  G.4,  compared  with  an  average 
oif  10.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  necessary  that  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  admission 
of  mother  and  infant  intoi  Hospital  where  the  cases  cannot  be  successfully 
treated  at  home,  as  25  per  cent  of  the  cases  of  Blindness  in  the  past  have 
been  attributed  to.  infection  of  the  infant’s  eyes  by  Gonorrhoea. 


Extension  of  the  Work. 

Is  desirable  in  the  following  directions  at  present  : — 

i.  More  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  still  births 

and  diseased  infancy  by  providing  more  private  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  Syphilis  and1  Gonorrhoea  in  expectant 
mothers,  etc. 

ii.  There  is  undoubtedly  need  for1  Home  Helps  in  a large  number  of 

cases  during  the  lying  in  period,  and  even  before  that  in  some 
case  of  ill-health. 

iii.  Better  training  of  Midwives  in  Ante-Natal  Hygiene. 

iv.  Dental  Assistance  for  mothers  and  young  children. 

v.  Observation  beds  for  infants  and  young  children — especially 

those  suffering  fiom  defective  nutrition,  and  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea. 

vi.  Greater  facilities  fot  periodical  visiting  and  supervision  of 

children  up1  to  School  age. 

vii.  Extension  of  the  work  of  Home  Nursing  during  periods  of 

excessive  sickness.

To  the  Members  of  the  Maternity  .and  Child  Welfare  Committee, 

Newport,  Mon. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg-  toi  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December , 1921.  The  note  for  the  year  has  been  the  uplift  given  to 
departmental  work  by  voluntary'  help,  continuous,  and  most  valuable. 
I have  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  it. 

Acute  Industrial  distress  marked  the  Spring  months  of  the  year, 
and  the  continued  unemployment  brought  hardship  to  many  homes 
during  the  whole  period.  Early  in  thle  year  the  Ex-Mayor  (Councillor 
Linton),  inaugurated  a Distress  Fund,  and  our  Clinic  and  Centre 
members  derived  much  benefit  therefrom.  Necessary  Food  and  Cloth- 
ing, Boots'  for  the  Children,  and  Milk  for  the  Babies  were  supplied 
from  the  Fund.  In  November  the  Mayor  (Councillor  Charles) 
opened  another  Fund,  and  by  this  means  many  homes  were  cheered 
during  Christmlas,  which  otherwise  could  not  have  enjoyed  the  Season  of 
Peace  and  Goodwill. 

In  October  the  Women’s  Citizens’  Association  made  the  generous 
gift  of  5s.  Od. , and  by  this  means  105  needy  Mothers  were  enabled 
to  obtain  their  supplies  at  the  Clinic  for  three  months.  The  Members  of 
the  Association  visited,  the  homes  of  those  who  had  been  thus  helped,  and 
in  this  “ after  care  ” the  Guild  of  Help  also  took  an  active  part. 
Several  other  Gifts  have  been  received,  and  made  good  use  of.  Our 
friends  and  workers  have  realized  that  for  many  of  our  patients,  much 
more  than  Milk  is  needed.  In  every  case  the  Donor  receives  a note  of 
thanks  from  the  recipient.  In  this  way  we  maintain  what  may  be  described 
as  our  own  Emergency  and  Special  Fund,  without  intruding  on  the 
ordinary  work  and  routine  of  the  Clinic.  In  many  tired  faces  it  was  good 
toi  see  the  Dawn  of  Hope  ! 
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THE  CLINIC. 

7G0  Infants,  103  Children,  were  registered  at  the  Clinic  during-  the 

year. 

Of  the  Infants  250  required  Dieting— 36  were  Normal.  Of  the 
Children.  20  required  Dieting— 12  were  Normal.

Health  Week. 

During  Health  Week,  which  was  from  the  9th  to>  the  15th 
October,  eight  Special  Demonstrations  were  given  in  the  Centres.  The 
Clinic  was  open  daily  to  Visitors  from  twelve  to  one  o’clock.  Here,  as 
everywhere  else,  the  chief  interest  centred  in  the  babies.  A Milk 
Demonstration  was  given  daily  during  the  week.  Charts  and  Diagrams 
were  shewn  and  explained,  and  a literature  table  was  provided!.  On  view 
in  the  Clinic,  fixed  into  a perambulator,  was  a modification  of  the  Brad- 
ford Tray.  It  was  made  by  the  father  of  a little  patient,  who  had 
curvature  of  the  Spine,  but  after  five  months  open  air  treatment  the  child 
was  restored  to  health.  The  Tray  was  presented  to  the  Clinic. 

SoUTHERNDOWN  REST  HOME. 

19  patients  were  sent  to  the  Rest  Home  during  the  year.  The 
Notes  given  by  the  Committee  provided  for  one  week’s  residence  for  each 
mother.  I was  very  pleased  to  get  22  Notes  from  other  Subscribers. 
16  mothers  stayed  at  the  Home  for  a fortnight,  and  two  were  able  to 
remain  for  three  weeks.  This  excellent  Home  is  a great  boon  to  our 
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patients,  many  of  whom  say  they  never  before  had  a holiday.  If  the 
Committee  of  the  Home  could  be  prevailed  on  to  enlarg-e  their  premises 
and  add  a Nursery,  it  would  be  an  ideal  resort  for  mothers  with  their 
babies. 

The  Maternity  Home,  Herbert  Street. 

\ our  arrangements  with  this  Home  terminated  in  June,  1921, 
when  the  status  of  the  Home  was  changed,  and  it  became  a Private 
Institution.  Five  patients  were  sent  there,  and  four  to 
Woolaston  House  during-  the  year.  The  consent  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  been  asked  to  your  Scheme  for  the  care  of  Maternity  cases  in 
Bryng-wyn  Nursing-  Home. 

St.  Faith's  Home,  15  Clytha  Square. 

This  Home  was  opened  in  September  last  by  Miss  Adams.  Two 
of  our  patients  were  sent  toi  her  for  some  weeks,  and  then  transferred — 
one  to  Nantyderry  Home,  and  the  other  to  Wooloston  House.  Both 
were  in  domestic  service,  unmarried  and  homeless.  I am  pleased  to  say 
that  since  then  one  of  the  g-irls  has  been  married,  and  is  now  in  her  own 
home. 


Nantyderry  Home — for  Unmarried  Mothers. 

It  was  only  possible  to  send  one  case  to  Nantyderry  during-  the 
year,  but,  I believe  another  case,  from  Newport,  was  also  admitted. 


The  Royal  Gwent  Hospital. 

A large  number  of  cases  were  sent  tot  the  Hospital  for  operative 
treatment,  and  two  unusual  fractures  were  treated  there.  A child  fell 
over  a dish  which  had  been  left  on  the  floor,  and  broke  its  leg-  in  three 
places.  Another  while  being  dressed  fotr  the  Centre,  fell  off  the  bed  and 
had  the  scapula  broken  in  two  places.  These  injuries  were  revealed  by 
the  X-ravs. 

Dental  Treatment. 

The  weakness  of  our  Scheme  is  that  no  help  is  given  with 
Dentures.  There  is  a rooted  belief  that  extractions  and1  conservative 
treatment  should  be  undertaken  by  the  Dentist  who  is  to  supply  the  new 
Dentures.  In  many  cases  the  removal  of  defective  teeth  has  been 
advised,  and  a few  have  been  treated.  Several  cases  of  alveolar 
abscess  among  Clinic  patients  have  had  free  Dental  care.  The 
record  for  the  year  has  not  been  encouraging,  and  it  is  hard  to 
convince  adults  of  the  need  for  Dental  treatment.  In  the  absence  of  pain, 
“the  grinders  may  be  few;”  they  are  allowed  to  remain,  and  the  excuse 
is  always  the  same — “Manana” — To-morrow  ! This  does  not,  of  course, 
apply  to  child'ren.  The  parents  are  quite  alert  in  their  cases,  and  are 
pleased  to  have  them  under  the  Dentist’s  care  at  an  early  age. 
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The  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  is  held  weekly,  and  the  aim  is  to  bring  the  problems  of 
Maternity  and  early  Infancy  into  relation  with  the  Medical,  Hospital  and 
other  services  of  the  Borough.  Also  to  impress  on  Mothers  the  benefit 
to  the  Infant  of  Natural  feeding.  As  suitable  literature  is  provide  , 
Mothers  become  more  expert  in  dieting  themselves  and  in  the  preparat  o 
of  milk  foods.  During  the  year  there  has  been  greater  cooperation 
among  the  workers  with  the  result  that  the  attendances  have  increased 
from  219  to  415. 


Clinic  Work. 

The  Dispensary  work,  is  increasing  and  more  cases  of  minor 
ailments  have  come  up  for  treatment.  Eye  and  Ear  affections  were 

persistent  in  the  Spring  months.  Many  Children  suffered  from 

Otorrhoea — a secondary  condition  toi  Mumps — -which  was  very  prevalent 
even  among  the  Babies.  Tonsilitis  was  comtmon.  among  Adults,  and  two 
Children  had  Diphtheria.  For  two  months  a number _ of  Skin  cases 
attended  for  treatment.  The  Clinic  Nurse  visits  all  infections  after 
notification.  In  Whooping  Cough,  the  children  are  encouiaged  toi 
attend  for  medicine  but  they  are  isolated  while  at  thie  Clinic.  Little  by 
little,  the  value  of  prevention  is  being  recognised!.  Mothers  do  not 

resist  the  examination  of  soi  called  11  normal”  children.  Indeed  in  most 

cases  thev  are  now  anxious  to  have  a Medical  opinion.  I note  this 
especially  with  the  children  nearing  School  age. 


THE  CENTRES. 

In  all  the  Centres  good  progress  has  been  made,  and  the  system- 
atic examination  of  the  Children  has  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  many 
defects  among  the  apparently  healthy.  During  the  year  the  One  Card 
System  has  worked  quite  smoothly.  The  record  of  the  Child’s  health 
for  five  years  (if  possible)  is  sumlmarised  on  the  Card  that  is  sent  on  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer. 

If  the  Child  is  “unfit”  for  School,  treatment  begins  before  School 
registration.  This  is  a dual  advantage  to'  the  Child,  and  to  the 
Education  Authorities.  The  Child  starts  School  fit  and  well ; the 
attendances  are  kept  at  a high,  instead  of  low  level — an  important 
matter  when  the  Government  Grants  have  to  bei  considered.

Alexandra  Centre,  which  is  opened  once  a week,  is  often  very 
crowded1,  but  in  all  the  other  Centres  the  seating  accommodation  is  quite 
satisfactory.  Maindee  and  Central  Centres  are  open  twice  a week,  while 
Lliswerry  and  Crindau  Centres  have  only  one  session  weekly. 


Health  Week. 

During  Health  Week  in  October,  all  the  Centres  were  open  to 
Visitor's,  while  the  ordinary  work  went  on  as  usual.  The  weather  was 
ideal,  and  the  Town  Lectures,  Cinemla  performances,  and  the  Demonstra- 
tions at  the  Clinic  and  the  Centres  were  well  attended ; proving  the  deep 
interest  taken  by  the  public  in  the  problems  affecting  the  well-being  of 
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Mothers  and  Children.  The  Demonstration  given  in  the  Maindee  Centre 
by  the  School  Girls  was  much  enjoyed.  I hey  very  successfully 
“toiletted,”  bathed,  and  dressed  a baby  to  the  satisfaction  of  those 
present.  The  Girls  were  well  instructed  by  Nurse  Harris,  who  holds  a 
Mothercraft  Class  every  Tuesday  in  Maindee  Girls’  School.  1 he  class 
was  previously  conducted  by  Nurse  Taylor.  More  of  these  classes 
would  be  a great  advantage  to  the  Town. 


Exhibitions  of  Needlework,  and  of  useful  articles  made  in  the 
Homes  were  on  view  in  all  the  Centres.  The  regular  activities  were 
explained  to  the  Visitors.  The  playing  rooms  crowded  with  toddlers 
and  their  toys;  and  the  weighing  rooms,  attracted  many.  Much  interest 
was  taken  in  the  procedure  of  the  latter.  I am:  pleased  to  say  that  the 
names  of  many  ladies  have,  since  then,  been  added  to  our  list  of 
Voluntary  Workers. 


Dressmaking  Classes  for  Mothers. 

These  are  held  during  the  Winter  months  at  Maindee  and,  St. 
Woollos  Schools.  Much  enthusiasm  has  been  shown  by  the  members; 
over  120  were  registered.  Annexed  is  the  Prize  List  for  St.  Woollos 
members  : —

These  Classes  were  held  in  the 
evenings,  and  the  Members  of  Committee  whoi  attended  on  the  open  night 
were  delighted  at  the  progress  made  during  the  Term.  H.M.  Inspector 
was  present  at  the  St.  Woollos  gathering.

infectious  illness,  and  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  were 
reported  daily  for  some  weeks.  Influenza  lingered  for  many  months 
though  in  a milder  form  than  the  epidemic  ol  191 S. 


The  factors  that  militate  against  us  are  the  ill-ventilated!  and  over- 
crowded houses,  which  make  home  nursing  difficult,  and  the  continued 
unemployent  which  entails  debility,  and  low  resistence  of  the  individual 
to  germ  diseases.  The  evil  of  sub-letting  an  already  over-crowded  house 
affects  most  adversely  the  family  who  occupy  the  basement  and  attic. 
Many  cases  of  hardship  have  been  reported. 


We  had  no  Christmas  parties  last  year,  as  it  was  considered  that 
the  public  distress  was  too  great  to  allow  any  money  to  be  spent  on 
Centre  entertainments. 


I have  to  thank  all  the  Members  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyal 
assistance,  and  for  the  good  spirit  which  has  animated'  their  work.  This 
was  much  increased  by  the  adoption  of  the  One  Card  System.  Our 
grateful  thanks  are  also*  due  to  the  Voluntary  Workers  for  their  constant 
help  and  kindness  in  the  Centre  affairs.  Many  rough  places  have  been 
made  smooth  by  their  efforts,  for  are  they  not  helping,  week  by  week,  to 
build  up  a new  Society — “A  League  oif  Homes.”

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

Births,  Infantile  Mortality,  etc.,  are  dealt  with  in  the  Maternity  anti 
Child  Welfare  part  otf  this  Report. 

Deaths. 

The  total  deaths  registered  numbered  1,112;  after  the  exclusion  of 
non-residents  dying  in  the  district-  and  the  addition  of  residents  who  died' 
elsewhere,  the  number  was  reduced  to  1,037.  This  afforded  a death 
rate  of  11.07,  compared  with  12.41  in  1920,  12.88  in  1919,  14.42  in  1918, 
and  13.09  in  1917.  The  average  for  the  10  years  ending  1920  was  13.47. 
The  1921  death  rate  was  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  average  death  rate  in  the  96  Great  Towns  for  1921  was  12.3. 

246  deaths',  or  22.1  per  cent,  of  the  nett  deaths,  occurred  in  Public 
Institutions,  namely,  Wooloston  House,  100  ; Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  63; 
Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  12;  Beechwood  Hospital,  10;  Cardigan  House,  2; 
Maternity  Home,  4 ; and  Other  Institutions  outside  the  Borough,  55. 
In  addition,  146  deaths  oif  non-residents  occurred  in  the  Borough, 
namely,  at  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  81;  Wooloston  House,  31;  Beech- 
wood,  23;  Public  Works  and  Places,  2;  and  Private  Institutions,  etc.,  9. 

Ward  Statistics. 

Lliswerry  (8.9)  and  Victoria  (9.0)  Ward's  had  the  lowlest  death 
rates,  whilst  Central  (14.86)  and  Tredegar  (12.7)  Wards  had  the  highest 
death  rates  from  all  causes.

The  Infantile  death  rates  were  lowest  in  Caerau  (52.1)  and  Lliswerry 
(61.7)  Wards,  and'  hig’hest  in  Central  (131.8),  Alexandra  (101.8)  and 
Tredegar  (101.4)  Wards. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  lowest  in  St.  Woiolos  (1.27)  and  St 
Julian  (1.44),  and  highest  in  Tredeg'ar  (3.69)  and  Central  (3.05). 

The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  was  lowest  in  St.  Julian  (.57)  and  St. 
Wooiois  (.63),  and  highest  in  Tredegar  (2.58),  Crindau  (1.85),  and 
Maindee  (1.82).  (During  1920  Main  dee  Ward  had  the  lowest 
Tuberculosis  death,  rate.) 

Respiratory  diseases  were  least  fatal  in  Caerau  (1.13)  and  St.  Julian 
(1.15),  and1  most  fatal  in  Lliswerry  (2.88)  and  Central  (2.85)  Wards. 

Zymotic  Mortality. 

The  total  dteaths  from  diseases  of  this  nature  numbered  224, 
compared  with-  280  in  1920,  259  in  1919,  357  in  1918,  and  203  in  1917. 
The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  2.31  per  1,000  inhabitants  per  annuim 
These  diseases  accounted  for  22  per  cent,  of  the  totaJ  deaths. 
The  diseases  included  under  thle  classification  “Seven  Principal  Zymotic 
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Diseases”  cannot  now  be  considered  as  the  most  important  infectious 
diseases,  as  Tuberculosis,  although  not  included  in  the  list,  is  responsible 
for  nearly  half  the  total  deaths  from  such  diseases.  T he  .4  deaths 
were  due  to  the  following  diseases  Tuberculosis^  126  (lungs  100,  other 
forms  26);  Measles,  0;  Influenza,  8;  Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup,  12;  Zymotic  Diarrhoea  (under  2 years)  ,32;  Whooping  Cough, 
20 ; Venereal  Diseases,  5 ; Puerperal  Fever,  1 ; Septicaemia,  1 ; Scarlet 
Fever,  3 ; Erysipelas,  1 ; Cerebro.  Spinal  Meningitis,  0 ; Enteric  Fever,  3 ; 
and  Other  Zymotic  Diseases,  12. 


VACCINATION. 

The  percentage  of  children  successfully  vaccinated  during  1921 
was  32.4.  In  1897  it  was  91  per  cent.  It  has  been  gradually  going 
down  since  ‘‘exemption”  was  made  easy. 

It  is  a great  calamity  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  should 
have  neglected  their  opportunities  to  protect  themselves  against  Small 
Pox. 

DIARRHCEAL  DISEASES  (Death  Rate  .42) 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  under  2 years  of  age 
were  32,  all  except  3 of  these  were  under  12  months  of  age.  There  were 
8 deaths  over  2 years  of  age.  Some  deaths  occurred  in  each  quarter. 
The  diseases  were  not  specially  prevalent  during  August  and  September. 


For  comparison  the  death  rate  from  Diarrhoea  under  12  months  of 
age  per  1,000  births  have  been  calculated  for  a number  of  years.  The 
figures  are  as  follows  : —

The  Diarrhoea  death  rate  among  infants  under  12  months  in  the  96 
Great  Towns  was  19.3  per  1,000  births;  the  Newport  rate  was  consider- 
ably below  this  figure. 

The  hot  weather  and  other  meteorological  conditions  which  obtained 
during  the  Summer  of  1921  favoured  a seviere  outbreak  of  this  disease. 
It  was  und'oubtedly  more  prevalent  than  it  has  been  for  several  years. 

We  have  to  go  back  to  191 1 for  similar  conditions;  during  which 
year  the  disease  caused  93  deaths,  or  40.15  per  1,000  births,  compared! 
with  32  and  13.5  in  1921. 

Improved  domestic  and  street  hygiene,  and  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  horses  in  the  town,  and  special  attention  to  the  prevention 
of  flies  around  the  stables,  with  a consequent  reduction  in  the  fly 
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population  . have  un  doubtedly  had  a material  effect  in  combating- this 
disease.  All  these  things  afford  a strong-  testimony  of  the  valucf  of  a 
progressive  policy  in  general  hygiene  and  the  education  of  the  people  in

WHOOPING  COUGH  (Death  Rate  .21). 

250  cases  were  discovered,  on  reported,  by  the  School  Attendance 
Officers,  and  20  deaths  occurred;  8 oif  them  were  among  infants  undfer 
12  months  of  age.  The  number  of  deaths  was  above  the  average 


MEASLES, 

There;  were  no  deaths  from  Measles  during  1921. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACT. 

The  diseases  now  notifiable  are  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  Typhus,  Typhoid  or  Enteric  and 
Para-Typhoid  Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Cholera,  Relapsing  Fever 
Plague,  Puerperal  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Pneumonia  (Acute  Primary  and 
Influenzal),  Cerebra  Spinal  Fever,  Acute,  Poliomyelitis,  Acute  Polio- 
Encephalitis,  Encephalitis-Lethargica,  Trench  Fever,  Dysentry 
Tuberculosis,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  Malaria. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  1921  was  1,334  (see 
notification  table). 


4,332  visits  and  re-visits  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of 
Infectious  Diseases  were  made  by  the  staff.  1,123  houses  were 
disinfected,  and  8,910  articles  wane  removed  for  disinfection  at  Allt-yr-yn 
Hospital.  74  articles  were  destroyed1. 

4,005  bottles  of  Disinfectant  were  supplied  to  houses  where 
infectious  diseases  of  various  kinds  occurred,  and  for  choked!  drains; 
and  74  cakes  of  sulphur  were  supplied  free  for  the  fumigation  of 
verminous  houses. 

The  erection  of  the  steam  disinfector  purchased  from  the  Disposals 
Board  at  the  Destructor  will  lead  to  considerable  economy  in  time  and 
transport  during  periods  of  pressure 

SCARLET  FEVER  (Death  Rate  .03). 

839  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  but  there  were  only  three 
deaths.  It  was  the  mildest  type  of  the  disease  which  we  have 
experienced  for  a long  time.  The  disease  was  prevalent  at  the  end  of 
1919,  and  373  cases  were  notified  during  1920.  19  per  cent,  of  the 

cases  which  occurred  during  1921  wore  in  St.  Julian  Ward.  Alexandra 
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Ward  with  124  cases  (14.7  percent.)  and  Caerau  with  97  (10.5  per  cent.) 
suffered  to  a greater  extent  than  the  others.  Central  Ward  with  57 
cases  had  the  lowest  number. 

Owing  to'  the  excessive  prevalence  of  the  disease  only  .38.3  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  could  be  removed  to  Hospital.  Preference  was  therefore 
given  to  cases  occurring  in  overcrowded1  houses  and  business  premises. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP  (Death  Rate  .128). 

220  cases  were  notified,  of  which  number  12  died,  compared  with 
248  cases  and  22  deaths  in  1920.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  during 
the  1st  and  4th.  quarters,  and  least  prevalent  during  the  3rd  quarter. 

Wards  Affected. — There  were  58  cases  in  Crindau,  35  in  Caerau, 
and  34  in  Victoria;  whilst  there  were  only  9 in  St.  Woiolos,  9 in  Tredegar, 
and  2 in  Central  Wards.  5 of  the  12  deaths  from,  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  Crindau  Ward.  On  the  other  hand,,  there  were  no  deaths  in  St. 
Woiolos,  Tredegar,  Central  and  Lliswerry  Wards. 

Special  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 
Swabs  wene  taken  from  the  throats  and  nasal  cavities  of  scholars  in 
contact  with  school  cases,  by  the  School  Nurses,  and  of  those  at  home 
not  of  school  age;  and  “neighbour  contacts,”  by  Health  Visitors  or  the 
Medical  Attendants. 

Swabs  from  a large  number  of  suspicious  sore  throats  were  also 
examined.  In  this  way  a number  of  “germ  carriers”  were  discovered 
and  kept  under  observation  and  supervision.  “Carriers”  whoi  were  not 
“clinically”  affected  were  not  removed  to  hospital. 

Antitoxin  has  been  kept  in  stock  at  the  Health  Department  fopr  the 
last  27  years  for  the  use  of  mledical  men,  in  order  to  ensure  early 
administration ; but  in  many  cases  the  injection  of  antitoxin  has  belen 
postponed  until  a definite  diagnosis  has  been  made.  This  may  m|ean  aj 
delay  of  two  or  three  days — a fatal  delay  in  some  cases. 

Reference  is  made  elsewhere  to  the  large  amount  of  Bacteriological 
work  done  at  the  Health  Department  in  connection  with  this  disease. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Death  Rate — All  Forms,  1.34  (Lungs,  1.07;  Other  Forms,  .27). 

Notifications. — 119  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  were 
notified  during  1921 ; only  59  of  these  were  alivte  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
45  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  18 
of  these  died  during  the  same  year.

Examination  of  Contacts. — This  is  a very  important  part  of  the 
work.  The  number  of  immediate  Contacts  averaged  5.6  per  notified 
case,  the  total  number  of  Contacts  with  the  notified  cases  was  about 
660. 


140  Contacts  were  examined,  and  13  of  them  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  It  is  very  necessary  that  this  work  should 
be  greatly  extendedl

The  number  of  notifications  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  reference  to  Newport  cases  admitted  into  Hospitals,  Sanatoria,  etc., 
was  not  115,  but  82. 

Compared  with  1920,  the  numbers  of  cases  and  contacts  examined 
were  greater  in  1921,  but  the  cases  diagnosed  as  Tuberculosis  and  the 
number  recommended  for  both  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  treatment  and 
admitted  into;  these  institutions,  were  considerably  fewer  in  1921. 

Only  12  out  of  the  119  cases  notified  as  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  considered  suitable  for  Sanatorium  treatment.

There  is  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Palmyra  Place,  which  serves 
the  Eastern  Division  of  the  County  of  Monmouth  and  the  County  Borough 
of  Newport.  It  is  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Carveth  Johnson.  He  has 
the  part  time  services  of  the  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  Hyde, 
a nurse  and  clerical  assistance.  They  are  all  officials  of  the  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association.  There  are  thus  two  Authorities  dealing 
with  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  at  Newport.  This  naturally  entails 
overlapping,  etc.  Newport  patients  are  eligible  for  admission  into  the 
various  Sanatoria  and  Hospitals  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association.

DISEASES. 

Facilities  for  free  treatment  for  all  suffering  from  Venereal 
Diseases  are  provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Directors  of  the  Royal 
Gwent  Hospital,  at  the  Out-Patient  Department. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1921,  the  arrangements  for  treatment 
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included  five  sessions  per  week,  plus  a session,  for  special  appoint- 

mentMai^— Mondays,  4 p.m.  ; Wednesdays,  2 p.m.  ; Thursdays,  after 
Clinic  for  females  (special  appointments  only),  Fridays, 
6 p.m. 

Females — Mondays,  2 p.m.  ; Thursdays,  2 p.m. 


Notices  are  hung-  up  at  Public  and  “Public  House’’  lavatories 
giving  particulars  of  the  days  and!  hours  of  the  Climes.  Those  m,  and 
near  the  docks  are  printed  in  font  languages  for  the  convenience  of 

Foreign  Seafaring  men. 


An  irrigation  department,  adjoining  the  Out-Patients’  Department, 
was  erected  and  equipped  for  providing  irrigation,  treatment  for  maes 
between  their  attendances  at  the  medical  sessions ; this  is  already 
inadequate  at  times.  The  irrigation  facilities  for  females  were  also 
improved,  but  these  are  still  very  incomplete. 


Particulars  are  given  in  the  V.D.  Table  of  the  work  done  during 

year. 


The  work  is  steadily  increasing'.  The  total  attendances  during  the

Facilities  exist  for  the  admission  of  girls  or  women  requiring  special 
indoor  treatment  at  Cheltenham,  and  in  London.  Cases  will  be  sent 
there  if  necessary. 

The1  number  of  patients  both  male  and  female  who  cease  to  attend 
before  completing  treatment  is  unsatisfactory.  In  the  cases  of  sailors 
this  is  unavoidable.  They  are,  however,  provided  with  circulars  giving 
information  as  to'  facilities  for  treatment  in  other  ports,  etc..,  and  they 
are  provided  with  cards  upon  which  the  treatment  given,  is  entered. 

This  failure  on  the  part  of  a large  proportion  of  the  patients  to  coirv 
tinue  treatment  until  the  recognised  course  has  been,  completed  has  up  to 
the  present  rendered  futile  a large  amount  of  the  expenditure  by  Public 
Authorities  in  attempting  toi  reduce  the  ravages  of  Venereal  Diseases.  If 
patients  accept  free  treatment  it  is  clearly  their  duty  to  persevere  with  the 
treatment  until  cured.  A modified  system  of  notification  of  Venereal 
Diseases,  including  the  compulsory  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  cases  which  have  given  up  treatment  prematurely  would  be 
beneficial  in  that  direction, 
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The  attendances  of  women  are  still  unsatisfactory.  Facilities  for 
greater  privacy  in  treatment  are  desirable.  These  could  with  advantage 
be  provided  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic;  especially  as 
Venereal  Diseases  are  responsible  loir  much  of  the  disabilities  of  mothers 
anid  infants. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALS. 

Allt-yr-yn  Hospital. — 495  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
admitted  during  the  year.  19  of.  the  caseis  were  from  outside  the 
Borough.  Accommodation  for  such  cases  was  not  available  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  and  several  applications  for  beds  had  to  be 
refused1  in  consequence.  The  deaths  numbered  12 — a percentage 
fatality  of  2.4.  The  daily  average  in  Hospital  was  42.1  patients.  The 
Tuberculosis  block  which  was  primarily  closed,  owing  to  water  shortage, 
in  November,  1919,  was  destroyed  by  fine  in  1920,  conseqently  there  was 
no  accommodation  for  any  cases  of  Tuberculosis  during  1921  at  Allt-yr-yn 
Hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 322  out  of  the  839  cases  notified  in  the  town  were 
removed  to<  Hospital,  i. e. , 38.33  per  cent.  14  cases  were  also  admitted 
from  outside  districts,  making  a total  of  336  cases,  of  which  number  5 
died,  equal  to  a mortality  rate  of  1.5  per  cent.  The  average  age  of  the 
patients  was  9.28  years,  and  the  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  those  who 
recovered  was  36.52  days. 

Typhoid  Fever. — 8 of  the  11  cases  notified  were  removed  to 
Hospital ; there  was  one  death.  The  average  period  of  treatment  was 
32.4  days,  and'  the  average  age  of  the  patients,  23.4  years. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — 141  of  the  216  of  Diphtheria 
(65.3  per  cent.)  and  3 of  the  4 cases  of  Membranous  Croup  notified  were 
admitted  into  Hospital ; 4 of  the  formler  and  1 of  the  latter  were  also 
admitted  from  outside  districts,  making  a total  of  153  cases.  Some  of 
the  Membranous  Croup  cases  were  very  ill  on  ad'mission,  and  the 
operation  of  Tracheotomy  had  to  be  performed  almost  forthwith.  The 
fatality  per  cent,  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  and  Membranous  Croup  cases, 
respectively,  was  4.1  and  33  per  cent.  The  average  stay  of  those  who 
recovered!  was  24.26  days,  and  the  average  age  of  all  the  patients  was 
9.8  years. 

Most  unfortunately  a number  of  cases  were  admitted  too  late  to 
derive  much  if  any  benefit  from  treatment  of  any  kind.  Some  of  these 
had  not  had  antitoxin  before  admission. 

Although,  as  stated  above,  some  cases  did  not  yield  to  antitoxin 
treatment,  owing  to  the  exceptional  type  of  the  infection,  yet  antitoxin  is 
recognised  to  be  the  “sheet  anchor”  in  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria  if 
administered  early  and  in  adequate  doses,  intra-miuscularly  by  preference. 
A large  proportion  of  the  total  cases  admitted  had  not  had  any  before 
admission. 
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I wish  again  to  repeat  the  statement  that  in.  the  early  stages  of  the 
disease  eoniparatively  smaller  doses  will  produee  the  'desired  results, 
but  any  delay  not  only  necessitates  the  administration  of  very  much, 
larger  doses  so  that  after  the  4th  and  5th  day  even  enormous  doses  seemi 
to  have  little  effect  in  neutralising  the  poison.  In  many  of  the  cases  the 
parents  had  not  sent  for  medical  help  until  the  disease  was  well 
advanced;  in  others  the  administration  Qif  antitoxin  had  been  postponed 
by  the  medical  attendant  until  the  admission  of  the  patients  into  hospital, 
although  antitoxin  can  be  obtained  on  application  at  the  Health  Depart- 
ment during  office  hours,  and  at  Allt-yr-vn  Hospital  when  the  office  is 
closed. 

The  Hospital  Expenses  (Table  No.  15)  contains  a summary  of  the 
Hospital  expenses  for  the  past  10  years.  The  receipts  for  the  year 
ending  March,  1922,  amounted  to  £353  11s.  7a.  ^.T,882  9s.  lOd.  was 

expended  upon  repairs  and  in  erecting  bathroom  and  improved  lavatory 
accommodation  at  Blocks  3 and  4.  The.  cost  of  food  per  week  per  headl 
for  patients  and  staff  was  9/11,  compared  with  the  following  figures  for 
previous  years  1898-9,  6/ 1$;  1903-4,  4/ Oi  ; 1908-9,  4/2 1913-14, 
4/3;  1914-15,  4/10f ; 1915-16,  6/2;  1917-18.  11/llf;  1918-19,  12/6; 
1919-20,  11/1;  1920-21,  13/-.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in 
hospital  during  the  financial  year  was  37.1.  The  average  cost  per 
patient  was  £19  4s.  4d'.,  compared  with  £22  6s.  6d.  during  1920- 2il. 


Cefn  Hospital  ( Port  Sanitary  and  Small  Pox  Hospital). — Four  cases 
of  Chicken  Poix  were  admitted  during  the  year;  all  from  vessels  lving 
at  the  Docks.  No  case  of  Small  Pox  was  admitted. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 


During  1921,  5,281  specimens  were  examined  at  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  :

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In  many  towns  the  bacteriological  work  is  done  under  contract  by 
outside  Laboratories ; the  carrying-  out  of  this  work  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Heath  and  his  staff  resulted  in  1921  in,  a net  saving-  of  over  .£400  to 
the  ratepayers,  in  addition  to  a more  expeditious  performance  of  the  work 
of  diagnosis,  etc. 


ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS 
AND  MILK  AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS. 

207  Samples  of  various  kinds  (as  set  out  in  Table)  were  taken  during 
the  year.  117  of  these  were  Formal  or  Official  samples  and  90  were 
Informal.  The  percentage  of  adulteration  of  all  samples  was  7.0, 
compared  with  4.8  per  cent,  in  19201.  Adulteration  in  two  articles  only 
was  discovered,  viz.,  in  milk  and  seidlitz  powders.  4.4-  per  cent,  of  the 
milk  samples  were  adulterated — due  toi  abstraction  of  cream  in  every 
case.  All  the  samples  of  sieidlitz  powders  were  adulterated,  both  Chemists’ 
and  Grocers’  samples  were  equally  unsatisfactory,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  Adulteration  table.  The  vendors  were  communicated  with,  as  were  the 
local  associations  of  the  trades  concerned.  The  powders  in  stack  were 
at  once  withdrawn  and  the  matter  was  taken  upi  by  the  Associations  with 
the  Manufacturers.  This  line  of  action  was  probably  more  efficacious  than 
prosecution,  for  the  matter  got  well  ventilated  in  the  Trade  Journals 
and  consequently  had  effect  throughout  the  country.  Both  Associations 
and  the  Trade  Journals  expressed  appreciation  of  the  course  adopted. 

Quality  of  Milk. 

The  average  percentage  of  Milk  Fat  found  in  the  genuine  samples 
was  3.68,  compared  with  3.63  in  1920,  and  the  noin-fatty  solids  averaged 
8.78,  compared  with  8.85  last  year.  In  14  of  the  129  genuine  samples 
the  mik-lat  ranged  between  3.0  and  3.24  per  cent.,  whilst  23  samples 
showed  more  than  4 per  cent,  of  cream.  With  regard  to  the  solids,  not 
fat,  16  samples  contained  from  8.5  to  8.59  per  cent,  and  23  showed  9 per 
cent,  or  moire  of  non-fatty  solids. 

Seasonable  Variations. 

Fromi  the  figures  set  out  below  it  will  be  seen  that  the  2nd  Quarter 
of  the  year  yielded  the  best  quality  as  regards  cream,  but  non-fatty  solids 
were  highest  during  the  4th  Quarter. 


Prosecutions. 

Only  one  case  was  taken  to  the  Courts  and'  although  the  milk 
showed  a,  deficiency  in  cream  to  the  extent  of  35  per  cent.,  the  defendent 
succeeded  in  satisfying  the  Magistrates  that  it  was  sold  in  the  same 
condition  as  it  canne  from  the  cows. 

Five  of  the  78  samples  of  milk  taken  in  course  of  transit  at  the  Rail- 
way Station  proved  to  be  adulterated.  Prosecution  was  considered'  not 
advisable  owing  toi  difficulty  in  fixing  responsibility  due  to  unsatisfactory 
conditions  of  Railway  Company’s  agreements  for  the  transportation 
of  milk.

Reference  was  made  in  my  report  for  1920  to'  the  Talybont

especially.  The  Waterworks  Committee  deserve  congratulation  upon 
their  successful  efforts  in  obtaining  an  additional  temporary  supply  from 
Newchurch  during  the  year. 

ADMINIS1  RATON  OF  THE  RAT  AND  MICE  ACT. 

The  Health  Committee  decided  not  to  have  a special  Rat  Week 
Campaign  during  1921.  The  experience  of  previous  Rat  Weeks  did  not 
justify  the  additional  expenditure. 

The  Corporation  employed  continuously  during  1921  two 
professional  rat  catchers,  one  for  the  Urban  District  and  one  for  the 
Port.  The  work  done  during  the  year  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : —

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Drainage  and  Sewerage.— The  water  car nage  system  is  m use 
in  all  parts  of  the  town.  The  sewage  is  disposed  of  in  the  tidal  portion 
of  the  River  Usk  at  14  outfalls.  The  rise  and'  fall  of  the  tides,  which 
produce  a thorough  scouring  of  the  river  bed,  disposes  of  the  sewage 
satisfactorily.  No  nuisance  is  anticipated  from  this  method  unless  the 
river,  at  or  near  Newport,  is  called  upon  to  dispose  of  a considerable 
increase  in  the  volume  of  sewage. 


There  are  still  nearly  3,000  hand  flushed  water  closets  in  the 
town.  War  conditions  prevented  the  speedy  provision  of  automatic  flush 
tanks  to  these  w.c’s. 


Scavenging.— Moveable  ashbins  are  in  general  use,  but  unfortuna- 
tely the  majority  of  them  are  improvised  and  coverless,  and,  therefore,, 
not  satisfactory.’  The:  ashes  arie  collected  twice  a week.  The  refuse  is 
disposed1  of  at  the  Destructor  and  tips. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District,  Meat  Inspection,  etc.— A 
summary  of  the  work  done  will  be  found  in  the  Tables  appended!  to  this 
Report. 

There  are  now  only  three  small  private  slaughter  houses  in  the  towni, 
consequently  nearly  the  whole:  of  the  slaughtering  is  done  at  the  Public 
Slaughterhouse.

CORPORATION  HOUSES. 

At  the  time  of  writing-  266  Corporation  houses  had  been  completed, 
these  contain  1,378  rooms,  and  when  inspected  were  occupied  by  1,151 
inhabitants. 

These  houses  have  been,  erected  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Housing-  Scheme.  It  is,  therefore  important  to  ascertain  how  far 
they  relieve  the  situation  at  Newport  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view. 

They'  represent  3 years’  work  in,  “ municipal  housing-,”  and 
barely  provide  accommodation  for  one  year’s  increase  in  the  population. 
The  conditions  are  therefore  getting-  worse. 

The  average  number  of  inhabitants  per  house  in  the:  town  generally 
at  the  time  of  the  last  Census  was  5.9.  The  average  number  per  house 
in  the  Corporation  housies  is  4.32.  If  this  standard  is  toi  be  maintained 
the  number  of  houses  will  have  to  be  increased  accordingly. 

In  the  above  266  houses  there  were  731  occupants  over  12  years  of 
age,  and  420  children  under  12  year's.  This  is  equal  to  an  average  of 
1.6  children  per  house.

Froml  a Public  Health  point  of  view,  which  is  the  really  economical 
point  of  view  after  all,  the  provision  of  good  housing  conditions  for  the 
rising-  generations  is  the  most  important  factor  in  housing  generally. 

Previous  to  the  War,  reference  was  made  in  each  Annual  Report  to 
the  necessity  for  cottages  for  those  in  receipt  of  small  wages  in  order  to 
reduce  the  overcrowding  among  the  poorer  classes. 

It  is  true  that  the  new  houses  which  have  been  erected  since  the 
War,  will  improve  the  housing  conditions  for  certain  people,  but  the 
poorer  classes  will  be  the  last  toi  benefit  under  the  present  schemes. 


The  conditions  under  which  a.  large  proportion  of  the  latter  five 
constitutes  a serious  menace  to  the  health  of  the  community  generally. 


Cases  of  very  serious  and1  dangerous  overcrowding  are  constantly 
demanding  the  attention  of  the  officials  of  the  Health  Department — some 
cottages  contain,  even  16,  17,  18  and  19  occupants.  One  medical  man  re- 
ported the  fact  that  he  had  to  attend  a confinement  in  a kitchen  which  was 
occupied  by  a family  of  9.  Yet  it  is  useless  serving  notices  on  landlord 
or  tenants  to<  remedy  overcrowding  at  present.  The  occupation  of  small 
cottages  by  members  of  two  or  more  families  whoi  are  not  friendly 
disposed1  to  each  other,  owing  largely  to  the  fact  that  each  family  requires 
the  housing  accommpdation  occupied  by  the  other  tenant  or  tenants, 
causes  a large  amount  of  unhappiness  and  even  ill-health  owing  to 
constant  worry. 


A considerable  amount  of  the  time  of  the  staff  is  taken  up  in  the  work 
of  trying  to  re-arrange  the  accommodation  available  among  the  families 
occupying  such  cottages  to  the  best  advantage. 


The  evil  effects  of  over-crowding,  etc.,  will  be  seen  fromi  the 
following  figures  in  connection  with  the  mortality  from  Measles  at 
Aberdeen  : —

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A large  number  of  Newport  families  come  under  the  category  of  the 
“one”  and  “two”  room  dwellers. 

Many  parents  complain  that  the  education  of  their  children  is 
seriously' handicapped  by  the  unsatisfactory  sleeping  accommodation 
available  under  present  conditions. 

Any  reasonable  scheme  for  the  provision  of  smiall  cottages  should 
receive  the  serious  and  sympathetic  consideration  of  the  Authorities. 

In  view  of  the  large  expenditure  entailed  upon  roads,  sewers,  water 
mains,  gas  mains,  electric  mains  under  the  “Garden  City”  schemes,  this 
question  requires  serious  re-consideration ; otherwise  cottages  will  not 
be  provided  for  those  most  urgently  in  need  of  improved  housing 
conditions. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. — Bye-laws  exist  for  the  Regulation  of 
these  premises.  The  condition  of  overcrowding  which  exist  in  the  town 
have  seriously  interfered  with  their  proper  control.  167  inspections 
were  made  to  "Registered  Sub-let  Houses  (of  which  there  were  19)  and  18 
notices  were  served  to  remedy  defects,  etc. 

Vans  and  Tents. — Bye-laws  for  the  control  of  such  dwelling's  have 
been  prepared.  They  are  awaiting  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Table  18  deals 
with  Infectious  Diseases  on  Registered  Premises.  Table  20  (a  and1  b) 
shows  the  amount  of  meat  and  other  foods  condemned  and,  destroyed  or 
sent  to  the  Destructoi  for  conversion  into  animal  food's  or  fertilisers. 
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Meteorological  information  for  the  year  will  be  found  in  Table  21, 
whilst  Tables  22  and!  23  give  summaries  of  the  work  done  by  Inspector 
Spencer  Jones  and  thie  Assistant  Inspectors,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  total  number  of  inspections  and  re-visits  amounted  to  44,934. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  again  that  the  work  performed 
by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  both  conscientious  and 
thorough,  and  that  it  has  been  carried  out  with  very  little  friction,  in  spite 
of  the  amount  of  work  which  had  to  be  done  by  owners,  often  involving 
very  considerable  expenditure  of  money.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg'  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1921. 

G7G  complaints  were  received  and  attended  to — more  than,  usual. 
A large  number  of  these  complaints  were  madle  in  connection  with  the 
Rents  Restriction  Act.  As  a result  of  the  action  taken  in  361  cases, 
general  repairs  were  carried  out  in  186  instances  and  minor  repairs  were 
done  in  275  instances.  Many  of  the  complainants  (tenants)  were  found 
to  be  considerably  in  arrears  with  the  rent — in  some  cases  to  the  extent 
of  over  £ 20 — consequently  there  was,  naturally,  difficulty  and  delay  in 
getting  repairs  done.  The  action  taken  by  the  Department  was  thus  of 
assistance  to  both  tenants  and  owners. 

The  number  of  choked,  foul,  or  defective  w.c’s  and  drains  discovered 
was  also  in  excess  of  the  usual,  the  reason  being  ,no  doubt,  shortness 
and  consequent  restriction,  of  the:  water  supply,  which  was  intermittent 
during  a large,  part  of  the  year.  When  the  conveniences  became  choked 
the  tenants  would  adopt  a method  of  plunging  the  w.c.  and  sinks,  often 
with  the  result  that  the  joints  would  give  way.  The  owners  were  put  to 
considerable  expense  as  a consequence. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  13  within  the  Borough!. 
They  accommodate  a daily  average  of  281.5  persons.  688  inspections 
were  made  of  them.  Of  the  27  nuisances  discovered,  18  were  due  to 
want  of  cleanliness,  but  on  the  whole  they  were  well  kept,  and'  no  breach 
of  the  Reguations  was  discovered  that  would  justify  court  proceedings. 

Sub-let  Houses  (or  Houses  Let.  in  Lodgings). — To'  register  and 
supervise  all  the  sub-let  houses  in  Newport  would  be  an  impossible  and 
needless  task.  The  Bye-laws  therefore  have  been  applied  only  to  those 
houses  which  require  special  supervision.  Considerable  trouble  has  beeni 
experienced  in  preventing  overcrowding  owing  to  the  shortness  cf 
accommodation  in  the  Borough.  167  inspections  were  made.  15  of  the 
29  nuisances  discovered  were  due  to  the  want  cf  cleanliness. 

Seamen's  Lodging  Houses. — 39  of  these  premises  were  licensed  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  42  had!  been  on  the  Register,  but  3 had  given  up. 
The  inspections  numbered  494.  Only  7 nuisances  were  discovered ; 
these  were  promptly  remedied  on  service  of  informal  notice.  Before 
licensing  any  applicant,  satisfactory  police  reports  must  be  forthcoming. 
9 cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  in  these  premdses  during  the  year, 
but  only  one  of  them  was  imported  by  a seaman.  Owing  to  extreme 
slackness  in  shipping,  several  licencees  had  to  take  in  other  lodgers  or 
sub-let  in  order  to  “keep  things  going.  ” 
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Food  Inspection. — J he  work  of  Food  Inspection  assumes  more  and 
moire  importance,  and  involves  a considerable  amount  of  time  of  the 
staff.  No  less  than  14,344  visits  were  made  during-  1921.  The  Provision 
Market,  Fish  Stores,  Railway  Station,  etc.,  are  inspected  every  morning 
before  9.0  a.m.,  and  eveiy  Saturday  night  from  f>.0  to  8.30  an  inspector 
is  on  duty,  more  particularly  at  the  Market.  The  early  morning 
inspections  prevent  a large  quantity  of  stale  meat  and,  especially,  fish 
from  being  sold1  to  street  hawker's.  On  no  less  than  55  occasions 
Vendors,  for  their  own  protection,  have  called  attention  to  fish  which 
they  had  for  sale,  and  which  was  in  a questionable  condition. 

Suspicious  carcases  of  animals  from  the  country  are  now  invariably 
submitted  for  inspection;  whenever  it  is  possible  they  are  brought  in 
and  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse.  These  carcases  are 
thoroughly  examined  and  finally  passed  or  condemned  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  A large  proportion  of  this  class  of  meat  was 
condemned  during  the  year.  Not  a single  instance  was  known  during 
the  year  of  a carcase  of  meat  having  been  taken  directly  to:  a butcher’s 
shop'  and  offered  for  sale  before  submission  for  inspection.  The 
Butchers,  individually  and  through  their  Association,  have  realised  what 
is  required  of  them  in  the  matter  of  meat  inspection,  and  have  cos-operated 
well  with  the  Health  Department. 

Much  meat  and  fish  have  been  dealt  with  at  the  Railway  Station  and 
Goods  Dept.,  and  the  officials  there  have  given  every  assistance.  It  is 
satisfactory  toi  report  that  the  meat  in  course  of  transit  to  the  Valleys  is 
now  much  Letter  handled  and  protected  than  it  was  formerly. 

The  Cold  Stores  are  inspected  weekly.  They  are  now  much 
improved1,  especially  the  chill  room.  The  meat,  etc.,  is  also  better 
preserved  and  handled  than  it  was  during  the  war.  The  old  parts  of  the 
Stores  are  being  demolished  and  later  we  shall  have  one  of  the  most 
up-to-date  and  sanitary  Stores  in  the  Country. 

There  are  seven  wholesale  Meat  Stores  (all  in  Shaftesbury 
Street).  They  act  as  distributing  Centres  for  all  parts  of  Monmouth- 
shire, as  well  as  Newport.  They  are  all  well  constructed  and  sanitary. 
Almost  every  day  they  receive  a fresh  supply  of  meat,  either  from  the 
Cold  Stores  or  by  rail.  1 he  meat  is  well  protected  with  two  coverings 
on  arrival,  and  it  is  sent  out  in  the  same  way.  The  premises  are 
inspected  daily.  Occasionally  bone-tainted  meat  had  to  be  dealt  with, 
which  meant  condemning  between  60  to  70  lbs.  of,  usually,  a hind- 
quarter. 

Public  Abattoir. — These  premises,  although  the  property  of  the 
Corporation,  are  anything  but  sanitary.  Beast,  calves,  sheep,  and  lambs 
are  hung  in  the  sarnie  room  as  they  are  slaughtered  in.  For  pigs  there 
ane  separate  killing  and'  hanging  rooms.  The  drainage,  floors,  and  light 
of  the  whole  premises  are  bad.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to,  and  the 
amount  of  meat  condemned  at,  these  premises  will  be  found  in  the 
tables. 
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Private  Slaughterhouses. — There  are  still  three  of  these 
premises — all  in  Maindee.  Two  of  them  are  very  little  used,  only  a few- 
small  animals  being-  killed'  and  dressed  in  them  weekly.  In  the  other 
Slaughterhouse  about  15  pig's  are  killed  and  dressed  weekly.  The 
premises  are  in  good  sanitary  condition.  An  arrangement  is  in  operation 
whereby  the  meat  is  always  inspected  before  leaving  the  Slaughterhouse. 

Prepared  Foods. — The  greater  recognition  of  late  years  of  the 
necessity  tor  strict  hygienic  methods  in  the  preparation  of  ready-made 
and  cooked  food  stuffs  has  led  to  considerable  attention  being  paid  to 
premises  whore  these  trades  are  carried  on.  Sausage  and  pork  pie 
makers,  tripe  boilers,  faggot  makers,  fish  and  chip  frying,  and  ice  creami 
makers  have  all  received  visits  at  least  once  every  week.  Attention:  has 
been  paid  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  and:  tot  the  cleanliness 
of  the  utensils,  materials,  and  methods  of  preparation.  On  not  occasion 
was  it  necessary  to  seize  or  condemn  any  food  stuffs.  The  meat,  offals, 
fish,  etc.,  had  generaly  been  inspected  before  their  arrival  at  the 
purveyors’  premises.  Samples  of  ice  cream  were  occasionally  taken. 

The  trades  of  tripe  and  cowheel  cleaners  and  boilers  and  fish  frying 
should  be  classed  as  offensive  trades.  In  many  towns,  especially  in  the 
North,  this  has  been  done.  Section  51  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
(Amendment)  Act,  1907,  gives  power  to  a Local  Authority  to  declare  any 
particular  business  to  be  an  offensive  business  and  to;  make  bye-laws  for 
its  control.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  above  trades  should  thus  be 
dealt  with  in  Newport. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  73  within  the  Borough.  Most  of  them 
are  of  modern  construction  and  on  the  whole  are  kept  in  a good1  sanitary 
condition.  Domestic  or  retail  bakehouses  are  increasing  in  number. 
Every  Bakehouse  is  visited  at  least  once  every  three  months;  some  much 
oftener.  3G  of  the  46  nuisances  discovered  referred  to  the  need  of  lime- 
washing. 

Cowsheds  (17),  Milk  Shops  (107),  and  Dairies  (2).— The  126 
premises  on  the  Register  have  received  very  close  attention,  for  1,954 
inspections  have  been  paid  to  them.  The  conditions  under  which  milk 
is  stoned  and  sold  have  improved  very  much  of  recent  years ; thanks  to 
strict  supervision  and  to  the  consequent  weeding  out  of  many  of  those 
milk  sellers  whoi  stored  and  soldi  small  quantities  of  milk  in  unsatisfactory 
conditions  in  “general  shops.”  Only  15  nuisances  were  discovered 
during  the  year.  The  cow  sheds  will  accommodate  146  cows.
